Admission is $1.50 if you want to be sure of a seat, 
$1.00 general admission (unreserved seats while 
they last). 


What is the Youth Orchestra? If you are a 
child of the city, it is the chance to learn to play an 
instrument, even if your family doesn’t have the 
money for lessons. Hundreds of children from 
many cultural, racial and economic backgrounds 
have been trained in the Youth Orchestra Program, 
learning teamwork, tolerance and cooperation as 
well as music. 


If you are one of the Orchestra’s 22 teachers, 
it is the place where you spend every Saturday 
morning of the year. Half the 22 are paid on a 
make-do basis by the District public school system, 
which has no budget item for this activity. The 
other teachers are paid by the Friends of the D.C.
